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HAS IMPLICATED OTH 
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His Aes Broken When ‘Confronted 
with McManigal, and-He Col- 
lapsed and Confessed.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 1.—The sud- 
den collapse of E. A. Clancy, Vice Pres- 
dent of the International Uhbion of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers, while in 
conference on Dec, 20° with Oscar Lawler, 
special United States. prosecutor in_ the 
dynamite conspiracy investigation, was 
explained to-day by a statement given out 
by an official high in Federal legal cir- 
cles here. Detective McLaren and Ortie 
McManigal, the dyfamiter, witnessed the 
meeting, and ‘the presence of McManigal, 
it.is said, broke: the. union leader’s nerve 
and-brought atout tis*confession, connect- 
‘ing ott h -Soneeraee: : 
tective otaren,, with a eral dep- 
oy and two detectives, left ‘the county 
jail. to-night quietly with Ortie McMani- 
1,, presumably’ for Indianapolis... They 
fert in an autemobile, and no‘onée in au- 
thority would reveal their destination. 
McManigal is wanted as a witness 
fore the Federal Grand Jury investigating 
the dynamite conspiracy in’ Indianapolis. 
According ‘to the official who made the 
statement regarding Clancy's confession, 
Clancy-admitted he met J. B. McNamara 
by appoirtment in Seattle in August, 
1910, and that McNamara informed -him 
he would use the name of J. B. Bryce in 
California, where McNamara said he. had 
been sent to blow up “scab” jobs... 
Clancy said he knew J. B. McNamara 
was the brother of J. J. McNamara, whom 
he had met in Cleveland several years 
ago, and he admitted he had discussed 
the plans with J. J. McNamafa prior to 
the dynamiting of the Los Angeles news- 
aper He said he had met Ortie Mc- 
Manigal on several occasiongé, and dis- 
cussed plans with him followin the 
dynamiting of the Llewellyn Iron Works. 
He also admitted he had talked with J. 
B. McNamara in regard to the dynamiting 
of the kyons Building in Seattle. 
The statement said that Clancy had 
not only’ involved the three leaders in- 
dicted jointly with him, but given in- 
ormation which may result in additional 
indictments. ' 
‘Detective McLaren eonfirmed the items 
of the confession, which is now in the 
hands of Special Prosecutor Lawler and 
District Attorney Fredericks. They are 
on-their way East, and these admissions 
will form an important part of the evi- 
dence that Lawler will place in the hands 
of United ae ee ches A — and 
the Grand Jury in Indianapolis. 
On the day he-confessed Clancy, hardly 
able to waik, even with the support of 
his nurse, entered the office of the Gov- 
ernment prosecutor and was brought facc 
to face with Ortie McManigal. This sud- 
den meeting apparently unnerved Clancy. 
The knowledge that McManigal could hear 
what he said and the questions of offi- 
cials loosened his tongue. When he haa 
finished he had an attack of heart trou- 


“- 


ble and was placed immediately under 
the care of a physician in the Hotel Sher- 
man. Later permission wags granted for 
him to go to San Francisco, in the cus- 
tody of a Deputy Marshal. Clancy is now 
in his home in San Francisco, and will 
be brought to Los Anawee as soon as he 
is able to stand the trip. 

Unless the indicted union men follow the 
examples of the McNamaras and confess, 
the dynamiting cases will probably extend 
over several years. 4 

Owing to the congested condition of the 
ealendar in the United States District 
Court, the possibility of the cases pdeing 
set for trial before next July ‘is remote, 
unless the men plead before Jan. 6, the 
last day of the present ‘térm.‘ If they do 
the cases may be placed on the caiendar 
of Jan. 8, Forty criminal cases are now 
ready to be tried before Judge Olin Well- 
bern, and it may be at least a year be- 
fore they can be disposed of. 

Eg. R ills, in charge: of the local 
Burns detective office, says, in speaking 
ef the latest indictments against union 
officials: : 
“On the morning following the destruc- 
tion of The Times Building, J. Stitt Wil- 
son, the present Mayor of Berkeley, went 
to the Police Station) and told Captain 
of Detectives Paul E. Flammer to watch 
Johannsen. This information was subse- 
quently given to Burns. Coupled with 
his previous knowledge of the case, Burns 
was at that time almost able to give the 
names of the men implicated. Belief and 
evidence are two different things, and we 
immediately started to build our case. 
“ For many months we have had ‘Tveit- 
moe, Clancey, Munsey, and Johannsen 
and others under shadow. They knew it, 
and during ali tnat-time they were claim- 
ing that the McNamara brothers were in- 
nocent. : 
“*Tveitmoe’s connection with the dyna- 
miting on this coast dates back for sev- 
eral years. He directed the movements 
M, A. Schmidt and David Caplan. 
Johannsen figured in this, and J. E. Mun- 
sey and Clancey knew of their operations. 
Tveitmoe was Known as ‘the old man.’ 
He was the man J. B. McNamara reported 
to after The Times got, 3 Was de- 
stroyed, and McManigal says he went to 
San Francisco to see Tveitmoe. It. so 
happened that Tveitmoe was not in San 
Francisco at that time.’ 

Tveitmoe, Clancy, Johannsen, and 
Munzy probably will be arraigned before 
Judge Wellborn to-morrow morning. .ney 
will plead not guilty ‘to the indictment 
charging them with conspiracy to trans- 
port dynamite in violation of the inter- 
State commerce laws, and ask permission 
to file a demurrer, 

Job Harriman will represent Clancy. 
Other attorneys to take part in the de- 
fense Harriman declined to name. 

“This will be a fight to a finish,” de- 
clared Harriman. “There are no con- 
fessions to be made this time. 

District Attorney John D. Fredericks, 
who in the course of the McNamara case 
acquired an intimate knowledge of the 
operations of the dynamiters, has chal- 
lenged’ Samuel Gompers to unseal the lips 
of J. J. McNamara. 

“Tf Gompers does not know of the ex- 
istence of this cancer in labor unionism,”’ 
said Fredericks, “let him appeal to J. J. 
McNamara in the way he best-knows how 
to disclose the extent and ramifications 
of the disease that it may be rooted out 
for all time. A superficial public request 
from Gompers to McNamara’ San Quen- 
tin Prison: means nothing. Gompers can 
open this man’s lips: The result will de- 
termine whether the attempt was made in 
good faith.”’ \ 

A report charging members of the local 
branch of the Industrial Workers of the 
World with defying the Government, the 
mutilation of lithographs, advertising for 
men for the army or navy, and threats 
to dynamite troop trains, has been filed 
with the War Department at Washing- 
ton by Capt.,Charles Elliot, head of the 
army recruiting station here. 

It is expected that special agents of the 
Department of Justice will. be ordered 
here to investigate. 

G. Lewis, reputed leader of the In- 
dustrial Workers of thé World in this 
city, is charged with advising the blow- 
ing up of the United States troops, if the 
be called during a railroad strike, whic 
was contemplated at that.time. Lewis 
is quoted thus: 

** We would blow up the railroad bridges 
and ‘anything connected with the cor- 
porations that would help them to win 
their strike. If they send the regulars 
against us’ we would know where they 
are to pass, dig a hole in the ground, 
have our batteries,’ lay the wires. and 
when the train comes blow them to Hell.”

Photographs Widely Circulated. 

The photographs, representing Gompers 
and Kelly standing on the flag, were 
photo-engraved and printed in various 
socialistic organs and circulated broad- 


cast. They were found everywhere in 
Los Angeles. while the agitation about 
the McNamaras was rife among laboring 
men there.. Copies of these reprints have 
been collected by army officers and for- 


warded to the War Department. No ex- 
planation has been received as to the 
spirit or purpose that controlled- Gompers | 
in such an act of contempt: for the 
one emblem of National honor and prite, | 
which commands the loyal respect of 
every. Ameri¢an from earliest childhood 
to the last conscious moments of: life. 

The War Department has taken no 
action in regard to the matter, but all 
evidence of such outrages have been} 
filed away for future possible use. Ré- 
cruiting officers in all parts of the coun-, 
try have been. ordered to maintain: a’: 
sharp lookout for similar evidences of 
hostility to the army. There ‘have been 
in years past in the East similar out, 
breaks of animosity toward-the army, 
but they have been sporadic and dis- 
connected with anything like a general 
labor policy. ‘These later outbursts seem 
to the Washington authorities to have the! 
appearance of something more, and they 
will be observed with the greater inter- 
est on that account.

They have defaced 
these posters in many ways and also 
by. slapping Socialistic posters or plac- 
ards on top of the army’s posters In 
street speeches they have tried to defame 
the good name of the army, and have 
been abusing the military service most 
recklessly. They have been appealing 
to possible recruits not to enlist in the 
ards on top of the army’s posters. In 
a dozen ways witn the proper conduct 
of the recruiting officers. They have 
blocked access of possible recrifits to 
the. stations, and even gone so far as 
to drive men away from the recruiting 
stations. 

“‘All these things have been done sys- 
tematically in Los Angeles and elsewhere. 
A Socialist headquarters was opened next 
door to the army recruiting office at 
Los Angeles. Recruiting officers have 
taken the matter up with the local au- 
thorities without result. The records have 
been referred to the Judge Advocate 
General’s Office, but the question ‘arose 
whether these offenses fell within ‘the 
police power of the States, and it has 
been decided that it did.” 








BLAME BOTH SIDES. 
IN INDUSTRIAL WAR 


Lessons for Both Capital and 
Labor-in the McNamara Case, 
Say Writers for The Survey. 


OPPOSE ACTS OF VIOLENCE 


Prof. Seligman, Meyer London, Brand 
Whitlock, and William B. Dick- 
son. Express Their Opinions. 


Under the heading, “The Larger Bear- 
ings of the. McNamara Case,” the cur- 
rent issue of Thé Survey -has gathered 
in a symposium a large number of opin- 
ions written by’ people in such diverse 
callings-as Prof; E.: R.A. Seligman . of 
Columbia University, Attorney London 
of the’ Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union, 
former Vice President William B.. Dick-, 
son of the United States Steel Corpura- 
tion, and Mayor Brand. Whitlock of To- 
ledo, opinions. drawn for the most part 


from men and women connected directly 
or indirectly ‘with civic and social wel- 
fare work. 

In answer to the implied question,, 
“What lies tehina the trial at (Los 
Angeles?” these outline their views, and 
many lay stress.on the point that tere 
are two sides to the question. This idea 
is caught by Prof. Seligman, when he 
Says: 

“When the peectlonary ceases his~in- 
tolerant opposition and learns to recog- 
nize the wisdom of sane social, reform, 
the radical ‘fanatic will preach to deaf 
ears, and violence will be-as rare as 
rogress. will be sure.” i . 

PiSomething of the same idea is reflected 
by Assistant District Attorney Reynolds, 
when he asks: - 
“Have both sides in the long conflict 
between employers and workmen in the 
structural Aron -industry acted in disre- 
gard of the constitutional rights and per- 
sonal liberty of the other? Until there 
has been a searching inquiry as to the 
provocation.’given for .the 113 (more or 
less) dynamite expiosions iaid to the door 
ef the ironworkers, nO.one can answer 
these questions fairly or justly.”’ 

And some such idea can be read in the 
text of Mrs. Florence Kelley, Secretary 
of the National Consumers’ League.

way into any house in which he has,rea- 
son to believe that the law, is being. vio- 
lated and to inspect the premises.

LAUNDRY TRUST PLAN 
REVEALED BY STRIKE

public, and employing about 2,000 work- 
ers; the Washington Club, an association 
ef the firms operating plants ‘where they 
do wholesale work for hotels; steamship 
companies, railroads, and other big con- 
cerns, and employing 29,000 workers, and 
the New York-Laun rymen’s Association, 
which does the rough-dry work for the 
many small hand laundries. 

The strike, it is said, will spread to all 
three groups, and unless a compromise is 
agreed upon by the-end of the week the 
Strikers say the walkout will extend io 
Brooklyn, taking out’ 20,000 there and al- 
most completely tieing up the laundry 
business throughout the city. 

The strikers declared‘ last night that 
the shirt ironers have. promised to go out, 
and that this will force the small places 
to shut up. At strike headquarters, in 
Eighth. Avenue, it was said that the suc- 
cess of the movement for higher pay, 
shorter workdays, and better working 
conditions depends only onthe stability 
of their organization, 

“The workers in this. branch of busi- 
ness are forced not only to work under 
conditions which are often insanitary, 
but they are forced to work- long hours 
and for little pay,’’. said Armour. ‘‘ We 
are about the worst-abused class of work- 
ers there is, and we feel that the time 
has come to fight for better conditions. 


Conditions Bad, They Say. 
“As to wages; no city has as bad con- 
ditions as here. In San Francisco the 


work day is nine hours. On. May 1 they 
start in on an eight-hour-day, and their 
pay is higher than here. I have received 
@ report from one laundry where the 
women workers have to stand at their 
machines from 1 P. M. until.11 P “9 
and they are not allowed to:sit down 
even to eat. They have to: take their 
luncheon standing up and working with 
one hand. The ‘prices for laundry work 
have advanced, but we have not shared ia 
that advance.” : 

The laundrymen do not take a very 
optimistic view of the situation. Lang- 
felder said that the strike, had come with- 
out warning, with little time for a dis- 
cussion of the situation. 

“At the present prices,’’ he gaid, “‘ we 
cannot agree to the demands of the work- 
ers. The laundry business is not a great 
money-making institution, and to advance 
Wages would ‘necessitate an advance in 
the prices charged for work. Every cne 


of the rough-dry group of plants was} 


represented to-night, and we have decided 
that’ to-morrow morning. we will open 
up our places, and if there.is not enough 
help we will close, down. e have asked 
the. men to agree to.a truce for a week, 
and the offer has been refused.’’ 

Another member of the association said 
that if the laundries shut down New 
York will have to go without: clean 
shirts and collars perhaps. for weeks. 
Some of the employers predicted that the 
strike would not last.a -week. 

The fact that yesterday was a holiday 
and many of the places were closed saved 
the situation. The. strikers, however, 
were not idle. They have al y organ- 
ized their pickets; and the report reached 
some of the employers that their wagon 
drivers had been warned. The strikers 
permitted the union drivers to make only 
re “‘pick-up”’ trip yesterday. . Late in 
the afternoon the drivers began to report 
at strike headquarters. 


Call for Police Protection. 


In ‘anticipation, &f trouble this morning 
it was said last night that the employers 


have appealed to the police for protection, \ 
and what wagons go out-to-day, it is ex- 
ted; will move under police guard. 

A serious aspect of the strike is the 
threatendd spread to the Washington 
Club branch, which will delay steamship 
and-railroad work. latter. can have 
the-work done in other cities, but the 
steamship aspect of the situation is one 
which causes speeulation.

In Pell, Mott, and Dcyer 
Streets, where sympathy heretofore has 
béen éGivided between monarchy and de- 
mocracy, there was unison yesterday tor 
the, first time. : 
‘In, proof of the adoption of the new re- 
publican sentiment it’ was officially .an- 
nounced that Chinatown now has nearly 
3,000 less queues:; The Chinese barbers 
were busy administering ‘‘republican hair- 
cuts.” i 

These who officially proclaimed their 
allegiance to the new Government made’ 
a stiff American bow before the oil raint- 
ing of Dr. Sun in the rooms of the Chi- 
hese Merchants’ Association, 16 Mott 
Street, where a joyous open-house cele- 
bretion was held all afternoon, and ‘then, 
went to their homes and sent New Year’s 
cards to their friends bearing ‘the date 
Jan. 1, 1912. The few remaining loyalist 
adherents, if they sent New Year's cards 
at all, used the dynastic date, which was 
the fourteenth day of the eleventh month 
of the year 4,609, this calendar dating 
from the ascension to the throne of a Chi- 
nese Emperor named Wong Dail. 

Yesterday’s celebration had been amply 
prerared for. No less than 10,000,000 fire- 
crackers had been brought in to give the 
first day of the first year of the new Re- 
public a proper salute. Unfortunately, 
however, the Chairman of the Committee 
on Firecrackers deferred his visit to Po- 
lice Headquarters to get a permit for fire- 
ing the crackers until early in the morn- 
ing The proper official was not present, 
in view of the Holiday, however, and 
hence no permit was forthcoming. So 
Chinatown waited impatiently until noon 
without a single bang, policemen guarding 
every street to see that there should le 
no violation of the anti-firecracker crdi- 
nance. 

Police Couldn’t Hold Them. 

Bot the inevitable explosion of the bot- 
tled-up revolutionary cheer finally came, 
police or no police. At 12 Mott Street is 
the headquarters of the Young China As. 
sociation, the progressives of Chinatown, 
which first took up Dr. Sun’s cause and 
defied Chinese Spies and every other f+ rm | 
of threatened opposition for the sake of 
the revolution. Just across the street,.at 
7 Mott Street, is the Chinese Empire Re- 
form Association, whose aim it was to 
bring about a limited monarchy. 

for the last five years there has been 
great rivalry between these two associa- 
tions. The Young China Association 
heard rumors a week ago that the Em- 
pire Reformers might on New Year's. 
Day hang out the new. flag of the repub- 
lic, thus proclaiming Dr. Stim, All China- 
téwn ‘awaited the decision: Wxactly at 
:40 P. M.-a little red flag, with a white 
star set-in. a blue field, was. shoved 
through, a window of the rooms of the 
Reform. Association. 

There were cheers from the street and 
simultaneously strings of firecrackers, 
some of ‘them twenty’ feet long, fell—no 
one knew or much cared who threw them 
against orders—from the windows ef tke 
Young China Association and the Chinese 
Merchants’ Association, and in a moment 
there was a crackling “which could be 
plainly heard at Police Headquarters, 

Policemen hurried to the scene, and the 
noise ceased at that point, but within less 
time than it takes\ to tell it firecrackers 
littered Pell, Doyer, and Mott Streets at 
almost every other point, and the celebra- 
tion was on. Dr. Sun was being saluted, 
permit or no permit. It was just pent-up 
enthusiasm finding an outlet, . Even a 
blazing’ awning at 16 Pell Street was 
taken as a good omen. 

At 2 o’clock Chin Chung Wong, Presi-;

FALLIERES PRAISES TAFT. 


PES of the Arbitration Treaties at 
the New. Year Reception. 


PARIS, Jan, 1.—Preeident Taft's. ef- 
forts to obtain the ratification of arbi- 
tration treaties with France and Great 
Britain was the special there: of an of- 
ficial speech made -day by President 
Falligres at the New Wear’s reception of 
the Diplomatic Corps at the Blysée Pal- 
ace. There was a large attendance of 
diplomats, among them being 
Bacon, the American Ambassador. - 

Sir Francis Bertie, the British Ambas- 
sador and Dean of the Diplomatfo Corps, 
presented to the French Executive the New 
Year felicitations of the foreign repre- 
sentatives. He declared that he and the 
other members of the corps felt certain 
that France would continue to be a power- 
ful aid.in every work having in view the 
progress of civilization. He added that 
this permitted the hope that the generous 
Initiative of the President of the United 
States in‘ favor of the extension of arbi- 
tration to international questions would 
be productive of larger results during 
the coming year. 

“The countries we represent,”’ . con- 
tinued Sir Francis, “‘know that they are 
sure to find in France a powerful aux- 
illary ‘with which to obtain ‘these. re- 
sults." 

Responding, President Falliéres assured 
the diplomats that France would labor 
always on benalf of progress. France, he 
said, already could with modesty claim 
her part in the initiatives that had been 
taken and from which civilisation was 
reaping benefits. 

“Like you, Mr, Ambassador,” the Presi- 
dent continued,- “we congratulate our 
selves that we have seen during the past 
year the President of the United States 
give his precious adhesion to the _prin- 
ciple of arbitration. It may be repeated 
that tke application of this principle will 
determine for men and things a decisive 
method for the pacific solution of in- 
ternational differences.”’

‘After the Emperor had departed the 
Empress arrived and spoke a few words 
to each Ambassador. Immediately aft- 
erward the Emperor received the newly 
appointed American Naval Attaché, 
Capt. Niblack. .The Kaiser greeted 
him as.anu.old acquaintance, for Capt. 
Niblack was here in a like. capacity’ 
when the Spanish war began and asked 
for his release in order to serve in the 
war. 

The ladies of the Leishman family, 
who'are now on the ocean; are expect- 
ed at. the end of the week.

NEW LIBERIAN PRESIDENT. 


Danlel Howard Inaugurated—A Brill- 
lant Scene In Monrovia. 


MONROVIA, Jan. 1.—President Daniel 
Howard was inaugurated to-day as Chief 
Executive of the Republic of Liberia, suc- 
ceeding President Barclay, who for eight 
years had occupied the office. 

A procession headed by the members of 
the Legislature escorted President How- 
ard to'‘the Chamber of Representatives, 
where he took the oath and read his in- 
augural address. He fhade special ref- 
erence to the present political situation of 
Liberia and its relations. to the great 
powers, and said that the uncertainty of 
the past had given way to the positive as- 
surance that Liberia’s integrity would 
remain intact. ; 

The ceremony, which took place in 
brilliant sunshine, was made the occasion 
of a great festival. ‘Crowds of citizens 
came from all parts to greet their néw 
President and Monrovia was full of ltfe 
and color. Many natives of various tribes 
came from the interior, their primitive 
garb contrasting strongly with that oof 
the women of the city, who were dressed

PARIS, Jan. 1,—Capt. Lux, the. 
French officer who escaped from 4 
German fortress in which he was de- 
tained for espionage and reached Paris 
yesterday, has refused to give any in- 
terview, acting on orders from | the’ 
military.authorities. However, he de- 
scribed how he accomplished his daring 
escape to an intimate friend this morn- 
ing. He said: 

“ Contrary to what has been’ report- 
ed, I enjoyed no freedom at Gratz.- I 
was obliged to keep constantly ‘to my 
room in. the fortress,. with the excep- 


tion of two hours in the morning ‘and | -. 


two in the afternoon, when Iwas per- 
mitted to take exercise in the interior 
courtyard and to communicate. with 
German officers detained there. During 
these exercise periods I was allowed, 
under surveillance of a non-cOmmis- 
sioned officer, to mount’ the ‘rampart 
which crowns: the. citadel, but at no 
time. was. permission given to :me id, 
go into the town’on’ parole. 

“So little was I on parole that I was 
confined in a-room looking out on -the 
interior courtyard of the fortress, which 
was guarded by a sentinel provided 
with ball cartridge. 

“In order to escape from the fortress 
I had to force two doors, saw through 
the. bars of the window, drop sixteen 
feet to the ground, cross the gardens, 
negotiate obstacles of all kinds, and get 
over @ railing eight feet high almost 
umder the nose of a sentinel, the rail- 
ing being lighted by a gas lamp direct- 
ly in front of me.” 

All the time he was in the fortress 
the Captain kept up a correspondence 
with friends, who, it is believed, sup- 
plied him with the. file with which he 
sawed the bars in four hours. On 
Christmas night, when he reached the 
courtyard, he found a suit of clothes, 
in one of the pockets being a passport 
enabling him to cross the frontier. 

While the sentinel was on his rounds 
at the other side of the fortress the 
audacious officer changed his clothes 
and jumped over the ditch. On the 
main road friends were waiting with a 
motor car, in which he crossed the 
frontier to Austria. 

Yesterday he reported at the Ministry 
of Wer. Since then he has not ap- 


peared. at his home, but is staying with 
friends whose address is only known 
ta:the chief at the War Office.

DECLINE IN DEATH RATE. 


14 Per 1,000 Last Year, Compared to 
15 in 1910. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—A decline -in 
the death rate in seven of the eight cities 
of the United States having a population 
above 509,000 and a generally low death 
rate throughout the United States ere 
shown in-~the: preliminary mortality fig- 
ures for 1911, given out to-day by the 
Census Bureau. 

The area from-which complete mortal- 
ity returns are received now covers twen- 
ty-two States and forty-five cities vutside 
these States, embracing a total popula- 
tion of. 57,327,697. The 1911 death rate 
was 14.4 per 1,000 of ~~pulation, compared 
with 15 per 1,000 in 1910. In Boston the 
rate increased from 17.2 to 18.5. Of the 
cities in the. half-million class Cleve- 
land’s rate of 13.5 is the lowest. 
#ittsburgh shows the greatest decrease 
in the death rate, its proportion of deaths 
per 1,000 of population being 14.7 in 1911, 
as comparéd with 17.9 in 1910. Figures 
for the other cities for 1911 were: New 
York, 15.5: Chicago, 14.3; Philadelphia, 
16.3; St. Louis, 15.5; Baltimore. 18.4. 


REMOVE WHITE HOUSE POLICE 


Needed for Street Duty in Washington 


—But Outside Guards Stay. 

Special to\ The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, ‘Jan. 1—The twenty 
policemen who have in turn done duty 
day and night in the White House will be 
sent back to reguldr posts’ on Wednesday 
as'a restflt of the economy wave. Thia 
will leave the policemen on duty outside 
the Executive Mansion undisturbed. 
Representative Burleson of Texas, Chair- 
man of the Committee on the’ District of 
Columbia, thought police protection in- 
side the White House unnecessary and 
last week asked the President about it. 
The President has always objectéd to 
armed guards of any sort, and occasional- 
y now slips away without the plain- 
clothes men. -He at once gave his assent 
and the District Commissioners gave the 
order.

AGAINST TIMBERSPECULATION 


Government's Revision of Stumpage 
Prices Expected to Stop It. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—Efforts by the 
forest service to prevent speculation in 
Government timber and to protect the 
public against monopoly prices, are shown 
in @ new plan which has been adopted for 
making timber sales in National forests.

Gore Preparing to Lead It If President 
Insists on Appointing Kansan 
to Hartan’s- Place. 


Special to The New York Times. - 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—There were re- 
newed evidences to-day that the appoint- 
ment of Judge William C, Hook of Kan- 
sas, now a member of the Highth Circuit, 
to the Supreme Court to fill the vacancy 
eaused by the death of Associate Justice 
Harlan, will meet with opposition in the 

mate, and that an effort will be made 
to prevent his confirmation. Nothing has 
come from the White House, however, to 
indicate that the recent protest from 
Oklahomt, - Nebraska, and Minnesota 
against the appointmeft have had the ef- 
fect of shaking the President's inclina- 
tion -to make the appointment. Ken- 
tucky, through its State Railroad Com- 
mission's Chairman, joined the protest- 
ants to-day. . 

These protests are all based upon the 
fact that in two casés,/one in, Oklahoma 
and the other in Minnesota, Judge Hook 


has | decided against a State. law providing a 


maximum pagsenger fare on railroads of 
two cents a mile.. The Minnesota case 
excited especial attention: from the fact 
that it involved an effort on the part of 
the Railroad Commission of that State to 
coatros the passenger fares within the 
e. 

This is the case which occupied so much 
of the time of the annual conference—of 
Governors at Spring e, J., last 
September, and in which Gov. Harmon of 
Ohio, Goy. Aldrich of Nebraska, one of 
the present protestants against Judge 
Hook, and Gov. Hadley of Missouri were 
appointed a committee to see that the 
case of the States is set before the Su- 
preme Court when the argument on ap- 
peal of the Minnesota case comes before 
that tribunal. The allegation is that the 
States are vitally concerned, as their right 
to control railroacs on intra-State busi- 
ness is at stake. 

Opposition to Judge Hook on the 
ground of pro-corporation leanings is 
especially interesting in Washington, 
which has been much more familiar with 
the charge that he is a Populist, or at 
least an extreme radY@al. it is only a 
short time since word reached here from 
Wall Street that the President was about 
to appoint a Populist to the bench in the 
person of Judge Hook. That fear on 
the part of big business was also traced 
to Judge Hook’s dissenting opinion in the 
suit of the Government to dissolve the 
merger of the -Union and Southern 
Pacific Railroads—the so-called Harriman 
merger. 


Against the Railroads. 


The other Judges of the Highth Circuit, 
Sanborn and Adams, with the concurrence 
of Judge Van Devanter, who had been pro- 
moted from that circuit to the Supreme 
Court, decided against the Government in 
that case.

SEVEN DIVISIONS PROPOSED 


Points Out Present ‘Unsatisfactory 
Condition of Reserve and Suggests 
Means of Recrulting to the Full. 


Staff of the Army, in his. annual report 
récommends that the infantry. commands 
garrisoning the Canal ‘Zone, the Hawalian 
and Philippine Islands, be increased. to 
150 men per company and that all other 
arms of the service on duty in the islands 
and the Canal.Zone shall be recruited to 
full war strength, which is about forty 
men less per company than is recommend- 
ed for the infantry commands. Gen. Wood 
also recommends the organization of 
proper tactical units and commands and 
the concentration of such commands near 
the centres of population and supply. 

Gen. Wood also recommends that six 
divisions and a cavalry division be or- 
Sanized, one division to be stationed in the 
Philippines, another to be divided be- 
tween the Canal Zone and Hawaii, and 
four to,be kept in the United States, and 
that these divisions should be maintained 
fully. equipped in every way.

Against George Murray's Place 
at Fairview, N. J. 


IT EXPLODED IN THE ROAD. 
‘With Enough Force to Smash Neigh- 
bor’e Windows — Proprietor Had 
Received a Threatening Letter. 


George Murray, who-has grows pros- 
perous by dealing in Bergen County real 
estate, gathered family, friends, and 
patrons about him Sunday evening In 
his hotel at Fairview, N. J., a borough to 
the north of North Bergen; there to make 
festive the waning hours of the old year. 

Twelve o'clock came, and with the new 

ear fittingly started on its course, one 
tf the Fairview wuests said goodnight 
all around and started home. He was 
going down the steps from the piazza, 
ready to take his way off in the darkness, 
when he halted and sniffed. <A faint, 
peculiar, unpleasant odor hung in the 
air. 

He started on his wer again, dut at the 
foot of the steps paused once more, for 
he couldn’t shake off the feeling that 
what he smelled was burning rubber. 
This time he hurried back into the hotel, 
and, rejoining the merrymakers within, 
beckoned to Murray to step into the hall. 
Murray’s ‘alarm was immediate, for in the 
preceding ten days he had been haunted 
every. hour with the memory of an ex- 
tortion letter: which had come to him 
with a demand for money, and the threat 
that his hotel and all his family would be 
blown up. 

Murray had put the letter in the hands 
of the local police and nothing had come 
of it, but it was of that*threat he thonght 
the moment his friend..told him that he 
had smelled something burning. “The 
two men hurried out: into the, darkness, 
Murray taking from his pocket ‘an:elec- 
tric flash... On the piazza they paused, 
and the odor now was everywhere. Mur- 
ray.°darted around the corner of the 
house, scouting with his searchlight as 
he went,’and down in the shadow of the 
piazza, leaning against the brick founda- 
tions, he saw ® bomb with its fuse burn- 
ing. ; 
He-had but one ‘idea when he saw it, 
and that was to get the thing away from 
the building. Without a moment's hesi- 
tation, he drew back his foot and kicked 
the machine with all his force. It sped} ga: 
through the air, and. landed in the middle 
of the road. Just as it landed, there came 
the deafening blast of an explosion. 

It knocked Murray flat on his back on 
the ground. 

His friend was thrown to the floor of 
the piazza, and the hotel and the house 
of George Schreier, across Washington 
Avenue, were shaken with. such vidélence 
that every pane of glass in the front win- 
dow of both buildings was shattered. 

After the excitement had died down a 
little, Murray told the story of the letter. 
It came to him in the mails ten days ago, 
a threatening scrawl, adorned with all 
the insignia which earn for. such letters 
the Black Hand name. He had no idea 
who might have sent or inspired it, but 
the directions were: fairly specific. He 
was to take $500 
the north end--of- the‘ Guttenberg: race 
track in North Berger. If not he was to 
have his hotel and*hig.family blown to 
the skies. 

Murray submitted the letter to the po- 
lice of Fairview, Cliffside, and ‘North 
Bergen. Capt. Leonard Marcy .and’ De- 
tective Sergeant Joséph Kennell instruct~ 

ed him to make up a decoy package and 
carry it to the appointed. Place. They 
would watch, and they did, night after 


night, but always the package was left 
unmolested, and it. was assumed that the 


details of ‘their little plan had reached 


the extortionists.

Motion for Change of Venue Will 
Force Postponement of His Case. 


Ex-City Chamberlain Charles H. Hyde, 
who is indicted for receiving a bribe in 
connectidn with the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany case, will be arraigned for trial 
this morning before Justice Davis in 
the Criminal Branch of-the Supreme 
Court. ; 

The case will undoubtedly be postponed 
until Friday, the date set for arguments 
on Hyde’s'motion for a change of venue: 
The @rguments will be heard before 
Supreme Court Justice Lehman. 
Considerable dificulty has been experi- 
enced by the District Attorney in_find- 
ing out who was going to represent Hyde. 
His. first counsel was Stephen Baldwin. 
Then James W. Osborne appeared as 
counsel, and still is mentioned as at- 
torney of record ‘n the case. -Then it 
Was announced that Max D. Steuer had 
been retained, but Hyde’s motion for a 
change of venue: was ‘made through Jolin 
B. Stanchfield. 


Rule for Fractional Oil Shares.

Despite 
the struggles of several other helpers who 
tried to detain him, he broke loose and 
disappeared in the smoke and flame 


rushed in after him to drag him back 
and William Allen, a driver, followed 
Pclose behind. 

The three had scarcely got inside when 
a@ part of the second floor fell through 
with a crash. Firemen and policemen 
rushed into the blaze, and ‘a few seconds 
later came out carrying Allen. He was 
unconscious, but was revived later in the 
street. He said the two other men were 
just ahead of him when the crash came, 
and that he saw them caught in the fall- 
ing beams. Later in the day, however, the 
pelice located the two men. They man- 
aged to get out of the building after the 
floor fell, and left for their homes with- 
out reporting their escape. 

The firemen had to devote most of their 
time to preventing the spread of the fire 
to adjacent buildings. The building of 
the milk depot practically burned itself 
out. Only the shell-like walls remained 
standing. 

The fire was almost over when several 
persons told the police that John Mc- 
Cormick, the head night watchman, and 
Stephan Stebasco, a helper, could not be 
accounted for. Stebasco, it developed 
later, had been trapped on the third 
floor, and fallen unconscious: but he ‘was 
carried out by Policeman Szemanski, who. 
early in the fire, had climbed to the roof 
of an adjoining building and plunged into 
the burning hayloft on the fourth floor 
of the milk depot, thereafter working his 
way down tothe third floor. Szemanski 
carried Stebasco through the’ smoke to 
the street, where he was revived. He 
went home without reporting his misad- 
venture, and Szemanski returned to the

The task of removing the mote from the 
ether fellow’s eye is not only in opposi- 
tion to a well-remembered Biblical in- 
junction but‘an unpleasant enough task 
in itself. And it happens to be a part of 
the province of the reviewer of new plays. 
In consequence it becomes necessary at 
this moment to observe that -considerably 
more than one grain of dust must have 
obscured James K:; Hackett’s vision when 
he determined to give up what is reported 
to have been a brilliantly successful road 
tour to tempt fate in this metropolis. 
For Louis Ewan Shipman’s dramatization 
of David Graham Phillips’s ‘‘ most ‘cele- 
brated novel,’”’ (the programme so terms 
it,) is so bad°in itself and Mr. Hackett's 
acting in it is so atrociously mannered 
and: artificial» that the result can be 
easily foreseen. 

What the novel may have been like, 
this writer does not pretend to know. In 
the light of the late Mr. Phillips’s reputa- 
tion, however, it is hardly conceivable 
that it could have been: anything. so 
commonplace and tawdry as the family-- 
story paper romance-which was acted 
at.the Criterior last night. “Nor does it 
seem possible thet its motives could have 
been so hopelessly mixed. 

In “The Grain of Dust,”’ as it appears 
on the stage, the alleged heroic figure is 
Frederick orman, a successful itawyer 
who, while engaged to be married to a 
resumably estimable. young woman of 
is own class, has yielded to the -in- 
fatuations of a golden-haired stenog- 
rapher in the office of the firm of which 
he is a member. The girl, on her .part, 
doesn't care anything for him, and is 
quite Sroventy shocked at the first 
avowal of his passion.- But the lawyer 
person, in language presumably veiled so 
as not to give offense, justifies his posi- 
tion by @ vague allusion’ to something 
that he says is the ruling motive of the 
world (he means the call of sex, of 
course, though he does not say so,) and 
in defiance of his adviser’s interests, he 
insists .upon. pursuing his - decidedly 
dubious course. Whereupon the father 
of the girl he is ‘engag to—a man of 
great financial prominence—Ccalls upon 
him and indignantly denounces him. 
Thereupon this young lawyer, knowing 
that his actions will mean the loss of 
the financier’s business to his firm, re- 
signs his interest. Subsequently the ste- 
nographer consents tos marry him. The 
result is that some months later Mr. 
Norman is in a very bad way financially. 
Nor does his love affair seem to have 
specially prospered. For the , golden- 
haired stenographer still -fails to have 
that consuming love for him upon which 
marital -happiness jis supposed to rest. 
And one morning, without much ado, she 
quits. the house, leaving a note saying 
that it will be-impossible to find her. ‘At 
this, thé crucial moment in Mr. Norman's 
domesti¢ affairs,; €n opportunity comes 
for him. to-take: up a fight. against the 
‘financial--interestsof: the-..man +..wkose 
daughter he was to-Have mar ed and 
whose relentless pursuit of him has 
brought him into his present. business 
distress. Need it be added that all -his 
old energy revixes and that ultimately he 
is able to ruin the other man? And with 
riches once more a8sured, the stenograph- 
er wife appears on \‘the: scene, paw 
finally discovered’ that she really -di 
love her husband. And shé ‘is, now able 
to persuade him: to be magnanimous. to 
his enemies. 

This, in brief..is abeut what happens in 
“The Grain of Duvst,’’' the: .title symbol- 
izing the young woman whose ‘presence 
interfered with the sightof this ‘otherwise 
estimable young hero..»-As*@ matter of 
fact. he isn’t. the least little bit of a hero 
at-all.. Heyis utterly in. the wrong in 
practically évery move he’ makes. though 
the -playwright. naturally -enough bends 
the interest—and-the sympathy where pos- 
sible—in_ his direction. -Just what great 
financial interests are:involved is always 
completely ‘veiled in-a dtamatization which 
must surely. reveal ‘little of the novel. 

Mr. Hackett: isan actor who has always 
had: a-~certain amount of --virilfty: . And 
there: are occasional: moments’ here when 
he manages to striké. fire. But he ap- 
pears to have approached ‘the character 
from.the angle of one of the old*fasiktioned 
romantic heroes of his/Zenda ‘d the, 
result being a successicn . of 
and leerings and posturings that 
about as far removed as possible: from the 
life of such a figure as he is sw to 
be Gepicting..

“ PARSIFAL” GIVEN AGAIN.” 


Mme. Matzenauer Excellent In ‘Her 
First Performance of Kundry. 


The second performance of *° Parsifal.’’ 
this season at the Metropolitan Opera 
House was given yesterday afternoon on 
the New Year holiday. There were @ 
number of features in the performance 
that deserve attention. Chief of these was 
the appearance of’ Mme. Margarete Matz- 
enauer as Kundry—for Mme. Fremstad, 
originally intended for the part, was still 
unable ‘to appear, and the substitution had 
to be made at short notice. The notice, 





auer was unable to have a stage re- 
hearsal: It was, morever, the first. time 
that she had ever sung the part. Under 
these circumstances what she achieved 
was nothing less than a tour de force, 
for her performance was in almost every 
way of great merit. 

Although Mme. Matzenauer is so much 
a contralto, she has in her voice. the 
higher notes that:enable her to sing the 
music of Kundry without obvious effort, 
even the passages in the second act that 
are sometimes a trial. Her voice had 
power and significant and changing color 
of dramatic expressiveness. There was 
unusual skill in her composition of this 
difficult and perplexing part—difficult on 
both the musical and dramatic side, in 
that respect. There was more than routine 
expertness; there were intelligence, in- 
sight, the comprehension gained by study. 
And for the results that she was able to 
present. under. difficult, circumstances, 
Mme. Matzenauer deserves much credit, 
and gained it from yesterday’s audience 
at the-end of the second act. 

Mr. William Hinshaw appeared also for 
the first time as Amfortas; it was not 
possible fairly to judge what he did, for 
his voice was in poor condition, and he 
was much hamipered by that fact. But 
there were all the evidences of an intelli- 
gent effort. that will produce its effect 
under favorable circumstances. 

It is well to give ‘‘ Parsifal’ 
oocasions when there is something tg dif- 
ferentiate it from ordinary operati¢ per- 
formances, but perhaps it/is better. to 
choose some other holiday than the one 
following the universal, vociferous, co- 
piously moistened, and long-continued 
celebration of New Year's eve. 

The chorus seemed tobe in poor voice, 
and has seldom sung so ineffectively, and 
at certain points so badly. There was 
much that was beautiful in the playing of 
the orchestra; it was finished and rich 
and beautiful: in color, and Mr. Hertz 
kept it for: the most part: duly ‘propor- 
tioned in the scheme of the. whole.

loved him, afd breaks off the engage- 
ment. In the -third ‘act, the next day (or 
is it the same night,) he éncounters ‘her, 
wet and bedraggled;-in a country railway 
station, and.takes her'.to ‘his arms, she 
having discovered in the meantime that 
her indifference has- ‘melted: away in the 
genial .glow of an -afterthought and be- 
lated realiation of how much he means 
to her.

** Just to Get Married,’ however, is most- 
ly rather conventional stuff. There is an 
anivsing scene in the first act in which 
the reticent wooer-ultjmately’ finds his 
tongue and makes his proposal—a scene 
led up to by familiar devices, but well 
ercugh acted to create the sense of fun. 
And there is the interesting incident: of 
the young woman’s confession, with her 
fiancé at first stunmed and arigry at the 
deception and humiliation, and then, if 
not appeased, at least understanding the 
conditions ‘which have led to the deceit: 
But between these there is a considerable

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LEAP YEAR: 

Perhaps St. Patrick permitted the 
women to propose marriage in leap 
year, and thus established a tradition 
which survives as a subject of idle jest. 
Perhaps the idea of leap year propo- 
gals originated in Scotland in the thir- 
teenth century. It makes no difference. 
Women have never offered themselves 
asi wives to the men of their choice 
oftener in leap year than in any other 
year. When a woman wants to marry 
@ man Bhe frequently—we had almost 
said usually—accomplished her pur- 
pose. If it snits her, as it generally 
does, to compel him to make the formal 
proposal, she knows how to accomplish 
that purposé, too. Leap year, in that 
respect, is a humbug. As a matter of 
fact, it. has no significance at all. It 
is a makeshift to correct, in a clumsy 
way, an error’in the accepted -calen- 
dar, The only thing it has to brag 
about is the 29th of February, which 
generally comes and goes without no- 
tice. The inferlority of the male sex 
on that day is-not accounted more con- 
spicuous than on the other days. The 
superiority of woman in many impor- 
tant respects is freely acknowledged 
throughout the civilized ‘world every 
day of every year. 

We doubt if it would increase her 
attractiveness or magnify her. social 
importance if she should take the leap 
year tradition seriously and “pop the 
question’ instead of inspiring the act 
of popping. Every offer of marriage 
is made with a chance of rejection. 
We do not now recall the exact esti- 
imate of the statisticians as to the ap- 
plication of the law of chance in this 
matter, but we all know that men are 
sometimes rejected. If that were not 
the. case, and had not been the case 
since the institution of marriage, the 
body of the world’s poetry would be 
much smaller than it is: Blighted af- 
fection has inspired tomes of verse, 
Few women would care to place them- 
selves in the position of rejected suit- 
ors, even if they could thus acquire 
poetic inspifration. 

We do not advise the women to take 
upon themselves the duty, or office, or 
privilege, of proposing marriage in this 
year of 1912, but we do urge them to 
be careful to make up their minds seri- 
ously before saying “ yes.” « Wedlock 
is a desirable state) and divorce is 
probably a necessary institution. But 
it would be better to decrease the scan- 
dalous number of divorces, even at the 
expense of decreasing the number of 
marriages. 
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JUSTICE NEGLECTED. 

Under the significant title of “ The 
Neglected Department,” Judge GEORGE 
Cc. Hott discusses in the January 
North American Review the situation 
in the administration of justice in the 
Federal courts. Judge Ho.Lt’s reputa- 
tion for candor combined with caution 
and his intimate f<miliarity with the 
operation of the Federal courts give 
weight to what he has to say. He 
fully justifies the title of his articlo. 
The Department of Justice in the Na- 
% tional Government undoubtedly is neg- 
lected, and in some respects in a per- 
fectly inexcusable manner and degree. 

To trace out theinfluences that have 
caused thig neglect would make’a long 
story. It runs back to the very foun- 
dation of the Government and is root- 
ed in the native jealousy of the legis- 
lative department toward tribunals that 
can declare laws void and of no effect. 
So general and persistent has been this 
jealousy that, strange’as it may ap- 
pear, there has néver been a party in 
the United States that, at some time, 
has not undertaken to reduce the pow- 
ers and interfere with the independ- 


of the wisdom -and foresight of the 
founders of the Government that they 
established a National judiciary strong 
enough, and, despite, all | opposttion, 
with sufficient power of adaptation to 
changing conditions, to withstand suc.

The work of the courts is done in| 
noise and crowd ahd eonfusion, amid’ 
which the proper dignity. of procedure 
is. éxceedingly.. difficult ‘to. maintain, 
These evils are especially obviots and 
mischievous in the case of the work of 
the courts relating to naturalization, 
one of their most important functions; 
which should be attended “with every 
circumstance to impress upon appli- 
cants for citizenship the real value of 
what they seek and the care with 
which it is accorded by the Nation. 

Matters are no better at the National 
capital. The Supreme Court, the most 
august and weighty “judicial body in 
the world, unique in its powers and in 
its influence, is badly housed in a 
building primarily intended for the 
legislative branch. The Department of 
Justice, which; with modern develop- 
ments, has attained-an importance 
quite commensurate. with that of the 
judicial system .to which it is an ad- 
junct, has been quartered in hired 
buildings, and, though a proper home 
for it is now in the course of construc- 
tion, there is no provision for a proper 
home for the Supreme Court. The 
neglect is not quite so great in other 
cities of the Union, owing to the fact 
that the needs of smaller places can 
be more effectively served in Congress 
than those of larger ones. But Judge 
Hour’s plea for a general reform ap- 
plies more or less tothe whole country, 
and the need is conspicuous and’ ur- 
gent. In a free land, enjoying. repre- 
sentative institutions, and, with these, 
the incalculably precious safeguard of 
a strong and independent judiciary, 
everything possible should be done to 
strengthen respect for the law and the 
administration of the law, and an ob- 
vious way to do that is to house the 
courts amply and impressively. 
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BRITISH NEW YEAR HONORS. 

Although King Grorce is away from 
home, and his flag is furled at both 
Windsor and Buckingham Palace, the 
list‘of British New Year honors is_near- 
ly as large and ingeniously selected as 
ever, thus proving that his Majesty 
must have been kept up nights, bcforé 
he sailed for India, to get his work 
done. There are comparatively few 
new peerages. Obviously the Liberal 
Party hase no idea of invading the 
House of Lords now that the political 
privileges of that stately body have 
been clipped. The Governor of Madras, 
the leader of the Welsh Nonconform- 
ists in the House.of Commons, and a 
retired Governor of the Bank of Eng- 
land are made Barons. The list-of new 
Baronets is uncommonly large, nd in- 
cludes three men supposed to exert 
large influence in the Dominion of 
Canada, while Mr. VALENTINE CHIROL 
and Mr. RipeR HaGGAarp afeé certainly 
elevated in recognition of their per- 
sonal worth and professional achieve- 
ment. Mr. BErCHAM, who as a “ Bart” 
should return to the old spelling of 
his name, Beauchamp, is scarcely thus 
honored because of his renowned pills, 
which are honorable enough in them- 
selves, and doubtless cheap at the 
price. But we may be pardoned for 
doubting if Mr. BrrecHam’s and his 
gson’s services to the cause of music 
have moved the King and his Ministry; 
and for inferring that the third rich- 
est man in Great Britain has supported 
the Liberal cause in a more material 
way. 

Canada, by and large, gets a lurge 
thare of the Knighthoods, with and 
without orders. More respect attaches 
nowadays to the right to call one’s sclf 
“Sir’’ in the Dominion than ‘in the 
old country. In Lendon you meet so 
many. Knights every day in Piccadilly 
and along the’Strand. So many Eng- 
lishmen of approved worth, too, have 
refused Knhighthoods. They are. so 
common in “the City’ that the pres- 
erice of a mere Knight or two lends 
no lustre to a board of directors. The 
Prime Minister of the Dominion is ad- 
mitted to the Privy Council. He is 
now “the Right Honorable,” and men 
who address. him formally in writing 
will attach “P. C.” to his name. 

On the whole, the importance of these 
honors is less than it used to be when 
they were harder to get. They have 
been too frequently bestowed for party 
services to deeply impress the. public 
mind. Some of the honors in the New 
Year's list are well bestowed, upon men 
who deserve to be distinguished above 
their fellows, and to have recognition 
for precedence at public functions. But 
others are purely political.

There is plenty of petty politics and 
office-trading yet, but there is far less 
than there used to be; the tendency 
toward reduction of it is marked; and 
when party revolutions take place they 
are more likely to turn on Jarger issues 
that engage the intelligence of the 
voters. At once a proof and a cause 
of this wholesome evolution has been 
the. steady progress of the merit sys- 
tem, under which the party in power 
has been stripped of—or has voluntarily 
surrendered—a great number of the 
places whick were formerly the re- 
wards with which party sefvices were 
purchased. From the time this sys- 
tem was tentatively introduced by Gen. 
GRAN?’ nearly forty years ago, and es; 
pecially from the time when it was 
embodied in law under President Ar- 
THUR each succeeding administration 
has witnessed an advance. At first 
slowly and haltingly, then gradually 
more rapidly and firmly, the spoils 
system has been limited and repressed, 
until now. we have. President Tarr 
earnestly appealing to Congress to 
bring nearly all the remaining strong- 
holds of the place-chasers under the 
Civil Service law. 

It Is due to the relative freedom from 
trading in offices that our recent 
Presidents have been able to press on 
the attention of the country matters 
of great import. The latest is the most 
striking instance®. Factional struggles 
are rending the Republican Party in a 
threatening fashion, but underlying 
them—making all allowance for the 
ambition of leaders—is a difference of 
opinion and sentiment as to really seri- 
ous quéstions—the tariff, the relations 
of Government to business, the cur- 
rency, and—though less directly—our 
foreign policy. It ig a wholsesonie 
thing that in the National election of 
this year we shall not, so far as we 
Can now see, have a campaign of mere 
vituperation, nor even one in which 
serious charges of corruption and mis- 
management will play. the’ greater 
part, but a campaign of discussion of 
issues of wide and lasting interest. In 
such a@ campaign ignorant: and per- 
verse partisanship is‘not so active or 
dangerous. The canvass becomes a 
process- of political education for the 
whole body of voters and the Republic 
—the ‘“ Respublica’’; the getieral wel- 
fare—is measurably advanced. 
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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Further study of the 
opinions as to the five 
most notable achieve- 
ments of the past year 
~—or the most notable 
five achievements, if anybody wants. to

The G. A. /R, vote is not 
yet negligible, but it is only a ‘small 
fraction of what it was in 1888. More- 
over,. Cleveland was re-elected in 1892, 
curing the defect in his record.

A committee of women, of which the 
writer was Chairman, has during the past 
two years gathered ‘statistics in a large 
number of the public schools in which 
Ventilating systems obtain, and in every 
case found conditions as. deseribed by 
your correspondent, while in the older 
schools where thé witdows were kept 
open the air was usually found fresh and 
pure and the children alert and alto- 
gether in better condition. ‘The Chairman 
of the committee brought to the atten- 
tion of the Board’ of Education data 
proving that in a large number of public 
schools. the ventilating system did not 
work; that thermostats: were broken in 
many cases, and that the temperature 
almost invariably rose above 70 degrees, 
in. 8ome instances above 80 degrees. In 
all. casés the air was heavy and lacked 
freshness; A reply was received from the 
Board of Education, containing the follow. 
ing paragraph: 


In nearly all the schools mentioned in 
the-list of reports, there are well-known de- 
fects in the ventilating systems, but funds 
have not been available to enable us to in- 
stall the added apparatus and make the 
neoded changes. Though the report con- 
tinues, “The. ‘dust irritates the mucous 
membrane and causes headache: throat 
troubles, and a general feeling of irrita- 
, diity. oy 


lk number of New York’s leading physi- 
cians absolutely condemn all our present 
known systems of ventilation, and I would 
like through your columns to bring to the 
attention of the Board of Hducation, if 
possible, the conditions it tolerates by 
acqulescence in the present state of ven- 
tilation, or rather no yentilation, in. our 
schools, Which is so detrimental to the 
physical and mental growth of the chil- 
dren. In a publication of the Board of 
Education on hearing. and ventilation it 
is stated that the offensive odor of a 
badly ventilated room poisons those who 
inhale it... No member-of the Board of 
Education» but would be horrified and 


given poison, yet conditions are permitted 
to exist in the schools which lessen the 
vitality and shorten the lives of thou- 
Sands of children day by day. I would 
quote the opinions of some of our lead- 
ing physicians. The President of. the 
American Medical Association, Dr. A. Ja- 
cobi, in @ recent letter. to the Chairman 
Of this Committee on the Ventilation of 
Schools, writes: 


Unfortunately, the systems of ventilation 
used in out public school buildings, even the 
, ‘dest, are failures. They are filled with foul 
air, which, {é a perpetual detriment to the 
development -and health of our future citi- 
zens. Open. windows, judiciously arranged, . 
shorter lessons, and longer recesses will iin- 
prove circulation, muscles, lungs, and 
brains, No apparatus will evér take the 
place of open windows. ‘‘ Air tests,’’ which 
have been recommended, are either useless 
or too clumsy for use and difficult to ap- 
ply. Mere measuring of carbon dioxide in 
the atmosphere of a room or hall does not 
cover the case at all. More and thoroughly 
educated medical inspectors, school teachers 
well instructed and conscientious, and the 
loving work of strenuous members of the 
Board of Education will benefit the chil- 
dren and gradually secure the co-operation 
of the parents. 


F Meniloedies President of the Board of 
idecaiiece of Bellevue’ and Allied Hospi- 
tals, in an illuminating paper recently 
read before the Acadeniy of- Medicine 
States: 


In the medical pavilions of the new Belle- 
vue Hospital which were opened some three 
years ago a complete modern system of 
ventilation was provided, with double sys- 
tems of fans and ducts, one bringing in 
pure air that had been warmed and mois- 
tioned, the other taking out the foul air. 
This system has not been found satis- 
factory in operation, and during the past 
Winter it was éntirely discontinued, and 
the air in the wards was simply warmed 
by the radiators, and was kept! fresh and 
pure by open transoéms, supplemented by 
open windows when necessary, The tem- 
perature in the: wards was kept at 65 de- 
grees or less during the day. The ventila- 
tion .of the schoolroom is more. difficult 
than that of the hospital ward, as the room 
has usually windows only on one side. All 
the windows should be provided with tran- 

_ omg, which should be kept open at all 
times. There are many efficient mechan- 
ieal devices for admitting the air without & 
draft at the bottom of the window sash. 
Raising the lower sash permits air to enter 
where the upper and lower. sdshes pass 
each other. There should be a transom 
over the door to permit the air in the room 
to pass freely between it and the corridor. 
The. corridors should have windows and 
transoms at each end, which should always 
‘be kept open. Pivoted windows keep the 
air. in. the schoolrooms fresh and pure at 
all times and without drafts. A good in- 
stance of this is to be found in the fresh- 
air classroom in Pyblic School 21 in Mott 
Street. The verttilation in practically all 
of the public school buildings of New York 
is very imperfect. ‘Though in nearly all of 
them artificial systems of securing pure 
air have been provided ‘by competent en- 
gineers, * * * the foul air is a subject of 
general complaint by those who visit’ the 
schools, as well as by the teachers.* An en- 
.eineer connected with the Board of Kduca- 
/ thon stated in this room.a few weeks. ago 
at a meeting of the American School Hy- 
giene Association that there were not twen- 
ty-five schools in. the city. in / which’ tee 
ventilation is good. This is 2 striking gtate- 
ment to come ‘from one of those responsible — 
tor. installing the systems. In the course 
of the last few years I have visited a 
dozen or,more schools, some of them séveral: -

Post Office Eases Women Clerks’ Work 


CADILLAC, Mich., Jan. 1-—The Post 
Office Department has ruled that the 
Michigan law which forbids the employ- 
ment of women more than fifty-four 
hours a week or ten hours a day must 
be obeyed by Postmasters. The Post- 


master at Kear Lake took exception to 
the law, and State Labor Commissioner 
Powers appealed to the First Assistant 
Postmaster General, whose ruling said:

Needs Strength and Character. 


‘A woman, to be appointed a Deputy 
Sheriff,” he replied, ‘‘must have four 
qualifications. The first is character, the 
second is ability, the third is some educa- 
tion, and the last, and also one of the 
most important, is that she must be a 
woman of considerable physical prowess; 


and with all these she must be a good 
woman in the gold, old-time sense of the 
word. Such a woman would do an immense 
g00d as a Deputy. A good woman could 
get to those girls at the dances, and she 
could show them where they were going 
wrong and she would be able to save 
scores for an honest and upriwht life. 
Then the men who attend thse balls 
would. be better behaved if they knew 
that a woman Deputy Sheriff was pres- 
ent, and who had the power, if the occa- 
sion arose, to make them behave them- 
selves properly.
